A Glumly Suicide. 


Latt Sunday evening a shocking caie 


if f nieide took place on Ferretto'* ranch 
tear Steamboat. 
The suicide, named 


oseph Ferretto, was a nephew of the 
>ropri«to» of the ranch, Mesirs. Do- 
Bingo and Joseph Ferretto, and about 
wenty-three years old, being a native of 
Genoa, Italy. About two months ago 
le g«v» signs of a disordered brain, im- 
agining that he heard mysterious sonndi 
ironid him, especially iu the night, 
when he would get up and prowl about 
he house. Last Sunday afternoon, he 
eturned home after a visit to Beno 
where be evidtntly had been drinking 
oaoewhat, and sat in the yard talking. 
The hired men went to another part of 
the ranch, leaving him with the women 
and children in the yard. He soon rt- 
ired to a room nsed for a storehouse, 
and ordering the children away locked 
limself in; when shortly after a report 
of a gun was heard. The children and 
women flew screaming after the absent 
men, who on their return broke the 
door in and found Ferretto lying on the 
ioor in a pool of blood, with a horrible 
aole in the head behind the ear, and his 
face blackened with powder stains. The 
weapon used was a shotgun, and he had 
evidently either stood up or sac on a 
chair, and placing his1 head agninst the 
muzzle discharged the gun by pushing 
the ramrod against the trigger. OB it 
shows plainly the grasp of his hand, all 
other parts cf the rod being 'bespattered 
with gone. 
Coroner Dickens was noti- 


fied Monday morning and the remains 
were brought to Beno and placed in 
Sanders' dead house. The wound in 
flicted is of a frightful character, part of 
the ear being torn off, and there is a 
hole in the heaJ almost large enough to 
put an orange iu, 
No other reason ex- 


cept his being of unsound mind can be 
assigned for the act. The unfortunate 
man was buried yesterday. 


A Lively Wounded Man. 


The other evening Miles Finlen rush- 


ed almost wild-eyed into a physicians' 
office in Beno, shortly after the arrival 
of the train from the Great East, and 
sinking into a chair exclaimed in faint- 
ing tones: "Doctor, how long have 1 
got to live?" The doctor hurriedly 
went to work and examined Miles. 
"Why, iijaii you haven't got a scratch 
about you," he exclaimed. -'Impossi- 
ble! Doctor—Impossible! According to 
the telegraph and newspapers I am a 
dead man; examine me again. I have 
been shot, and pronounced beyond re- 
covery at Eureka and Beno, and I must 
be a wounded man." 
"But my dear 


fellow," said the doctor, "you haven't 
got a speck of a scratch ou your cor- 
pus." "Well" exclaimed Miles, "that is 
a great relief to me. I understood that 
I had been shot out at Eureka and 
couldn't recover, and as a newspaper 
stated it, and newspapers never lie, I 
believed it must be so. But don't yon 
think I'm a pretty lively corpus yet?" 
And with that Miles sparred around till 
tbe poor doctor sought refuge under a 
chair, in terror of his life from the 
pugilistic Virginian.

will do well to huut his hole.
